How Precious Stones Are Mined for 
| tn Kimberley Workings. 


Kimberley is’ a@ curious place, ‘not 
| beautiful either in itself or its sur- 
| rounding: country, but interesting as 
the centre of the world’s diamond 
supply, which it entirely controls, 
jand also as the centre of a certain 
;Bambling spirit which seems to per- 
vade South Africa. 


dug from the mine and spread out 
to break and crumble under the 
African sun, it is difficult to believe 
that diamond tiaras and necklaces 
are hiding in those uninviting fields 
behind their wire fences. There is 
something rather fascinating about 
| the actual extraction of the stones. 
| The crushing of the clay in the great 
| central ‘‘pulsator” is noisy and un- 
| pleasant, as is all machinery on a 
| large scale to anyone not accustomed 
| to it; but when the finally crushed 
stuff comes pouring vut of the huge 
machine and is thrown in little 
handfuls upon the sloping tables, 
down which it is washed by running 
water, the spirit of ‘“‘shikar” of the 
chase, enters into one. 
| As you stand by the side of one of 
| the tables and watch, you see the lit- 
| tle throbbing shallow stream carrying 
| down bits of iron pyrites and other 
matter, which slide or roll into a re- 
ceptacle at the bottom of the table. 
The tables are covered with a coating 
of grease, but it does not seem able, 
as a rule, to hold these against 
slight foree of the water. Suddenly 
a little whitish object drops upon the 
| top of the table with the rest of the 
1 handful, turns over, and sticks, the 
water running around it but failing 
to dislodge it. 

You look closely and see that it is 
| a diamond—a clean, regularly shap- 
ed, eight-sided figure, with 6ne flat 
side lying against the slope. The 
smoothness of its surface or some 
other quality makes it cling to the 
grease, and the water fails to move 
it. A certain proportion of the rub- 
bish also sticks.

imagine. If the muscular tissne isur- 
rounding the @ye were paralyzed the 
eye itrelf would have little power of 
expression. . 
Proper Illumination. 

The buman eye was originally adapt- 
ed to daylight, and until the inveution 
of printing the demands upon the eyes 
of the average man were moatly for 
distant vision in the sunlight and sel- 
@om for reading. especially by artiticiul 
light 

Under modern conditions both light 
and literature are at the command of 
the bumblest citizen, although the lit- 
erature, like the light, is not always 
of the best. 

Probably the best quality of light for 
the eye ix that of the coal oil lamp, pro- 
vided a proper burner and shade are 
employed. The only objection to this 
light Is the inconvenience of looking 
after it and the heat from its proxim- 
ity. 

The worst form of light is the flick- 
ering gas flame. which contains many 
yellow, irritating rays and in very ob- 
jectionable on account of it» unsteadi- 
ness. The Welsbach attachment over- 
comes these objections, but unless the

If 
the bulbs ure sbaded from the eye and 
made of ground glass, as they should 
be ip dwelling rooms, the electric light 
is av ideal method of illumination, as 
it does pot consume or vitiute the air, 
as is the case with the gas flame or oll 
lamp. 

« Correct Reading Position. 

The position of the body while read- 
ing is almost as important as the qual- 
ity of the light) The habit tbat some 
people have of reading in bed is usual- 
jy injurious, not simply because phy- 
siclans “do not believe in it,” but for 
very definite reasons. The body Is 
often held in a strained position, with 
the head bent forward, causing con 
gestion of the eyes, If the book be 
placed upon a pillow or rest and the 
bead fixed in a vatural position little 
injury will result, Probably adult 
bookworms will continue to read ip 
bed and “scrooch” themselves up ip 
all kinds of strained positions in their 
library chairs, ootwitbstanding al! 
warnings, aud eye strain, with its 
train of ills, will continue to distress 
thein. 

But with children a correct position 
and light supply while writing or read- 
ing Is really of vital importance, Cur- 
vature of the spine may result from 
constant malposition at the school 
desk or while reading at home. ,Eye 
strain in the child may retard mental 
development and leave a lasting itm- 
prexsion op both mind and physique. 

The child sbould be trained to sit 
erect, with the shoulders squared. A 
desk that Is too low or too high will 
compel an awkward position, especial- 
ly when writing. Desks should never 
be placed so that the light shines ip 
the pupils’ faces. 

Structure of the Eye. 

Without entering into the minute de- 
tails of the anatomy or physics of the 
eve, a word regarding its structure aud 
refractive elements will assist in a 
proper understanding of the injury 
that may reault from neglect or abuse 
of this delicate yet loug suffering and 
fesistrut organ.

Varieties of Defective Sight. , 

Astigmatism is caused by an in- 
equality in the curvature of the cur- 
nea. This may occur'in any | 
of the eve and requires glasses that 
will xo bend the rays as to correct the 
deflection caused by the irregular sur- 
face. 

Nearsightedness.—This is caused by 
an unduly loug eyeball: from before 
backward. The rays of light meet be- 
fore they reach the retina. The cornea 
in such cases ix usually abnormally 
convex. 

Farsightedness.—This is caused by a 
sbort eyeball from before backward. 
The rays of light fail to meet before 
they reach the retina. 

In both of the above conditions a dis- 
torted image is formed, and glasses 
are required eitber for near or distant 
vision. 

Importance of Proper Glasses. 

The degree of injury that results 
from errors of refraction depends upon 
the temperament and constitution of 
the individual ax well as-the extent of 
the error, Just ax a little tobacco or 
alcobol will in xome subjects produce 
chaos In the nervous system so will a 
sligbt refractive error in a person of 
unstable nervous organization cause a 
profound disturbunce of the general 
health. 

When a refractive error exists the | 
ciliary muscles endeavor to correct It 
by altering the shape of the lens. Un- 
less the error is extreme the effort ir 
usually successful, and the patient 
thinks he hus good eyesight. But a 
condition of tension exists in the mech- 
anism of accommodation which will | 
be reflected in » long train of nervous 
symptoms, especially headaches, un- 


bust and resistant type.

qualified to test it and with a little 
training could prescribe correct glasses. 
As the eye is a living organ it should 
be tested witb due regard to that fact 
and by a physician who can study the 
eye conditions xs a whole and not 
alone the optical conditions which have 
been created by a combination of the 
refractive error and the patient’s effort | 
to correct it By certain drugs the 
accommodation of the patient is over- 
come, and the full degree of the error 
is revealed. The moral is not to trifle 
with the “window of your brain” by 
letting some man on the street fit you 
with glasses. You will save money 
and bealtbh by going to the “man who 
knows.” a pbysician trained to the | 
work, 

When glasses are required they 
should be worn—the earlier the bet- 
ter. Some people keep away from the 
oculist just as they keep away from 
the dentist. paying dearly in the end. 

Bathing the Eyes. 

Ordinarily. the eyes are kept clean by 
the secretion of the lachrymal glands, 
which is a weak saline fluid. When 
the eyes are irritated by dust or slight- 
ly Infinmed a solution of boracic acid, | 
ten grains to the ounce of distilled wa- 
ter, is a useful preparation. Pure wa- 
ter ts irritating and should not be 
rubbed or dasbed into the eyes. 1 

There’ are no mysterious or magic 
eye waters or cures for cataract. The 
latter trouble is for the surgeon. Al 
such nostrums either contain simple | 
astringepts, in which case they are 
barmiess, but unduly expensive. or 
they contain powerful drugs, which 
mask disease, but do not cure it, and 
are dangerous when self administered. 
In using eye lotions the eye dropper 
is preferable to the eye cup. The lat- 
ter washes the margiv of the lids and 
may carry infectious matter to the del- 
icate membrane covering the eyeball. 

In acute inflammation ice cold com- 
presses made of gauze and wrung out 
in boracic acid solution should be used. 
Later on hot compresses may prove 
more serviceable and sootbing. 

When any member of the bouse- 
hold bas inflamed eyes he should ex- 
ercise great care not to infect otbers. 
Separate towels should be used and 
subsequently sterilized, and compress- 
es or handkerchiefs should be burned 
or sterilized. 


Care of Children’s Eyes. 

The eyes of school children should 
be examined from time to time and 
errors of refraction corrected, Those | 
with inflamed eyes should be sent 
home and treated until cured. 

The eyes of the new baby should be 
carefully cleansed with boric acid so- 
‘ution, Any signa of inflammation 
should call fer immediate medical at- 
tention or serious results, even blind. 
ness, may follow. 

The care of the eyes sbould begin 
in childhood. When errors ef refrac- 
tion are found glasses should be worn 
regardless of prejudice. Long life and 
good health may depend upyn two 
emal! disks of glass.

A Remarkable Experience. 


A Calgary correspondent sends this 
remarkab’e record of western condi- 
tions to The Canadian Gazette of Lon- 
don, England: ‘‘To leave 400 acres of 
spring wheat unattended and go to 
work on an irrigation ditch because 
he thought the dry weather had kiil- 
ed his crop, and later to return and 
thresh 9,900 bushe's from the 400 
acres, or an average of 221-2 bushels 
to the acre, was the experience of 
Mr. William Jones, a farmer from 
the United States, who moved to this 
country last spring and purchased a 
farm near Gleichen. The story told 
by Mr. Jones is that he put in 400 
acres of spring wheat last summer. 
Later the dry spell came, and, after 
deciding that he had lost a:l his crop, 
he went to work for a land company, 
taking a contract on their ditch. He 
sayed on this work for some time, but 
had occasion to come intc Gleichen 
for supplies, and while there he met 
a man who offered him $15 an acre 
for his crop as it stood. This offer 
decided Jones to go and take another 
look at his wheat, which was then 
coming on so well that he decided 
he would not sell. The threshers have 
their work on the 
farm, with the above results, and now 
Mr. Jones is trying to figure out 
where the necessary moisture came 
from.’’—Vancouver World.
